Woodstock, Sept. 24. — Tho great square 
in front of the court house wub densely 
crowded this evening for tin hour before 
court adjourned. \\ hen Burchell appeared 
at the door on his way to jail he looked out 
upon a sea of faces. The beoplo wero in 
carriages, on horseback, on foot, wailing for 
a glimpse at hints He looked at the crowd 
unconcernedly, and a half sjjrjile brightened 
his handsome face. Vet he had been 
listening to evidence. ho limit hare known 
placed him in a terrible situation. There 
wero a large number of witnesses sworn 
during the forenoon. License Commissioner 
Orchard and Assessor Thomas, of Stamford 
township, near Niagara Falls, swore that no 
man named Burohell hud ov. ued property in 
this territory. Manager Burnett of the 
G.'N.W. Telegraph Co., atliuffaloi identified 
the telegram Burchell Bent to himself. 
Postmaster Woodruff, of Niagara Falls, 
swore that Burchell rented a P. O. box in 
February for six months ending August 
10th. Fred. Pierce, teller of tho Irnuerial 
Bank at Niagara Falls, Out., testiQed that 
Burchell opened an account ou February 
24th, depositing 6152, lU'Cclicll then said 
he was purchasiiig horses for the English 
government, Tho account was closed by 
Burohell ou his arrest. Professor Wolvor- 
ton, manager of the. meteorological observa- 
tory Woodstock, testified (.0 the condition 
of the weather during the week of tho mur- 
der. His records showed the temperature 
to be above freezing on the morning of 
February 17th, the suppppsed day of tho 
m inter, slightly below freezing that night at 
7, with rain and sleet diu'ing the night. 
It was snowing ami drifting on Thursday, 
and between freezing and zero on Friday 
when tho body was fotin 1. All this cor- 
roborated tbe. theory of '.ho Crown made 
from the condition of the body, that it lay 
in the woods from Monday till Friday. 
I'elley was recalled twice tiring the after- 
noon "and te.-uiiicil that Ruj ihBll oxhibirod a 
hand (stamp with typo in Liverpool and 
stanipeil "I'elley & liur..' ell " friijuonlly.

They left Pigeon Point on tho 
morning of the 0th, with u stiff gale blow- 
ing from the north, and when they reached 
Swampy Island in the evening they could 
not land. They threw out their anchor, 
but the chain broke, and they drifted around 
till early next morning, when the '""frjl'T 
sized. Murphy and Rene got on its 
side and Watts clung to the cabin. 
Rene, being frantic with fear, could only 
hold on for four hours, when he slipped oil" 
and was seen no more by his comrades. 
Murphy tried very hard to hold him up. 
Afterwards, Watt i got up on the side of 
the boat with Murphy, where they both 
tied themselves and remained for two days, 
after which Murphy became restless ami 
rolled off, saying, " Mathew, I'm going and 
I hope you will be spared to tell the tale." 
Watts then strapped himself to the boat 
with a rope and was at tho mercy of tho 
waves for ten days, when he was picked up 
at Split Rock Point by some Indians a short 
distance from the shore, almost lifeless, 
being all this time without anything to eat. 
The Indians took him to their camp, and 
applied the restoratives they hud and oared 
for him until the steamer Aurora arrived 
and took him aboard.

The Premier Discusses Various As- 
pects of Reciprocity with the 
Uuited States. 



Canaila Must Now Develop ami Open 
Up New Markets for Her 
Exhortations. 



THE PREMIERS SPEECH. 

Sir John Macdonakl in rising to spook 
was greeted with prolonged applause. 
After thanking tho audiouoe for the flat- 
toring address presented to him ho said it 
was not his intention to inilict a political 
speech on them; This was not tho first 
occasion on which ho had visited Morris- 
burg, lie had been there previously with 
tho object of carrying tho country for tho 
Conservatives. (Cheers and laughter.) 
That purpose having beon accomplished, 
ho must wait u. t.l it was closer to the 
next general election before ho would 
need to mnko a political speech to them. 
1 think, continued tho Premier, that as 
Canadians wo can pride ourselves on tho 
position our country has taken among tho 
nations of tho earth, on the pedestal Can- 
ada has attained, and the credit sho en- 
joys,and,if our pooplo are as true to those 
interests in the future as they have been 
in tho past,I doubt not that wo shall grow 
to bo a great power. Without roference 
to party 1 believe and i know that the 
vast majority of the people of Canada arc 

TRUE TO THEIR COUNTRY 

and aro proud of its position. We have a 
distinguished senator from tho stato of 
Now York on this platform. Ho and 1 
will never quarrel, but wo will agree to 
disagree on some things. Ilo will think 
tlio United States is tho finost country in 
tho world, and I will calmly and honor- 
ably beg loavo to doubt that, and to stale 
tliao there are some pooplo on this side 
of the line prho hold that, in everything 
except in point of population, Canada is 
the equal— 1 will not say tho superior— to 
the country south of us. Closely connect- 
ed as you are with the neighboring ctiim- 
try,your relations might bo intimate com- 
mtareudly, socially and otherwise, and, as 
far as Canada is concerned, as far as Can- 
adian public men aro concerned, without 
reference to polhics or political differ- 
ences, 

THEY AUE ALL CNITEO 
in tho desire to extend and develop tho 
trade between the two countries, (Cheers.) 
Socially, I know that tho .relations be- 
tween the two countries aro perfect. Jn 
my experience, living as 1 have done near 
the fr uitier ail my life, 1 have seen how 
readily tho young maidens of Canada, if 
they seo the hands of Yankees come across 
clio lino for them, they will not hesitate 
to become emigrants and themselves cross 
to tho States. (Laughter.) We find 
some of these obtrusive Americana com- 
ing to take our handsomest girls and 
curly them across the line. There is 
a, perfect social reciprocity there, and no 
McKinley dare introduce a bill to pre- 
vent that kind of reciprocity. (Laughter.) 
All I can say to our young men, many of 
whom I see before mo just now, is this : 
2' Cross the line ; invade the enemy's 
country ; do it boldly and determinedly, 
take the richest and handsomest Yankee 
girls you can tiud and annex them." 
(Much laughter.) 

THE MCKINLEY BILL. 

Hut there is an ther matter bearing on 
our relations with the United States to 
which 1 wish to refer briefly. Legisla- 
tion is now taking placo ill the United 
States — it is not yet passed, but 1 have 
not much doubt it will pass substantially 
as it now stands— called the McKinley 
hill. Thoro may be some modifications 
hi it beforo it gets tho sanction of the 
president and becomes law. We!!, we 
would rather that it did not pass, but wo 
may niako up our minds that the law is 
coining into force. We must not disgjiao 
from ourselves that that legislation, 
whether intended to bo unfriendly or iv t 
I cannot say— 1 do not wish to attribute 
motives, at all events, with our present 
evidence— but whether it is intended to be 
unfriendly to Canadaornotits effect will be 

DETRIMENTAL TO CANADIAN INTERESTS. 
It will check, obstruct and have a tend- 
ency to diminish tho commercial inter- 
course between tho two countries. That 
is no fault of ours. The first reciprocity 
treaty— that of 1854, though tho terms 
were settled before 1 had anything to do 
with it—Was passed by the government 
of which 1 was a member. When the 
United States gave notice to terminate 
that treaty we regroitsd it very much. Lt 
was 

BY NO ACT OF OURS 
that tho treaty was ended. |j, We know, as 
Tar as people can know from the language 
that is not written, that tho great reason 
fur that treaty being ended in lS(i(i was 
tho irritation in the United States in con- 
sequence of tho belief prevailing there 
that England favored tho south as 
against tho north in tho terribio war 
which had been waged in tho States, and 
on that account they sought to punish 
Canada as being a portion of tho British 
Umpire. At all events it was no fault ol 
nura. Canada did everything to observe 
the strictest neutrality, and went further 
than international law would compel us, 
to show how anxious wo were to keep per- 
fect amity with them and 

OBSERVE ALL THE OBLIGATIONS 

that one nation owed to anothor during 
that unhappy struggle between tho north 
and tho south. Still, for that reason J 
believe the notice abrogating tho treaty 
was given. After that wo tried again 
and again to induce tho legislature 
and tlio government of the United 
States to deal with tho question and re- 
sume reciprocal relations. Wo were not 
successful. Wo sent not only communi- 
cat on through tho British ambaisador a 
Washington, but wo sent delegations from 
the Government, both Conservative and 
Reform, we sent Sir Alex. Gait and Sii 
Win. Howland to Washington to try and 
iuducq tho American Government to 
grant us reciprocal trade, and when Mr. 
IMoKenzie's government oamo into power 
they tried tho same tiling by sending tin 
Hun. Ceo. Brown t'i Washington for the 
plirposoof attempting to improve nur com- 
mercial relations with the United States. 
Then at tho timo of tho 

WASHINGTON TREATY OF 1871, 

known as tho Alabama treaty, I happened 
to be one of tho commissioners, and 
bhereforo know all aboutit. At that time wc 



did all we could to induce tho American 
Government to extend the object of tho 
commission with a view to improve trade 
rotations between tho two countries. So 
it has been over since. Even with re- 
spect to tho lisho-.y clauses of tho Wash- 
ington treaty, notice was given by the 
American Government to abrogate them. 
Of course they had every right to pass 
such measures as they believed to bo in 
tho interests of their country, and they 
were not bound to consider whether Eng- 
land or Canada or tlio rest of tho world 
would bo injuriously ali'ectcd thereby. 
All tln-y aro bound to do is to consider 
whother any action they niako is for the 
BENEFIT OF THEIR OWN COUNTRY, 

and wo must presume, therefore; that 
thoir legislation is for tho benotit of the 
United States. It will restrict conunorce 
between the two countries, but we can- 
not help that. We aro not going to cry 
liko children. Wo have to meet it in tho 
best way wo can. Already wo aro doing 
it to a certain extent but thero is no 
reason why wo should not do now us thuy 
did after tho denunciation of tho reci- 
procity treaty of 185-t. Some of the 
older men who may look back to those 
times may remember that tho people of 
Canada, especially the fanning popula- 
tion, were in tho greatest stato of de- 
pression. Their markets were closed to 
our agricultural products, but, marvel- 
lous to relate, the country did not suti'ur 
a bit. In a season or two thero was a 
closing of the usual channels of trade, 
but 

NEW CHANNELS OPENED 

and in a few years our people were in 
almost as good a position as ever. In 
the sanio manly spirit that our people 
acted then, so wo must act hot. Wo 
must seek now channels of trade if old 
channels are closed to us. Ono instance 
in which that can be done occurs to mo. 
Those among you who are farmers know 
that the barley grown in this country is 
called six-rowed barley and is that des- 
cription which tlio American brewers 
seek for their manufacture. In England, 
however, the brewers p:cfor tho two- 
rowed barley. Now, the six-rowed and 
the two-rowed barley do not malt to- 
gether, because ono comes to maturity 
before the other. In the one case the 
grain is fully malted when the other is 
but half malted. You must thercf ro 
only cultivate ' : ' •• <,l j J _ 

ONE DESCRIPTION OF BARLEY. 

but if you grow both they must be kept 
separate Mr. Carling, the minister of 
Agriculture, imported a quantity of two- 
rowed English barley and has disposed of 
ii all through tho country. I am glad to 
learn that tlio experiment hns been prac- 
tically successful, especially in Manitoba 
and the Northwest, where they have 
tested it in the virgin soil of the province. 
If our farmers are going to Inae their mar- 
ket for barley in the United States all 
thuy have to do is to grow two-rowed 
barley, for which they will find an illimit- 
able market in England. The Mother 
Country cannot produco all the barley 
she annually requires. Sho has to import 
it from France, Gormauy and other coun- 
tries, and our farmers would 

FIND A READY MARKET 

for their two-rowed barley there. That 
is ono instance of what wo can do. Then 
thero is anothor mutter with which tho 
ladies are more familiar, viz., tho raising 
of poultry. In that lino England also 
furnishes us with an unlimited market. 
We have already commenced in conse- 
quence of tho threatened restriction • in 
our trado with tho United States to send 
shipments of eggs across tho Atlantic, 
and eggs will keep as fresh until hey get 
to London as they would to New York. 
We inns', therefore, meet this hostile 
legislation, nut in a spirit i'f irritation 
not in a hostilo manner — because if the 
Americans think they uhould do this they 
have a perfect right to do it— but by 

OPENING NEW MARKETS. 

(Hear, hoar.) Ono of the most valuable 
consequences of the completion of the 
C.P.K. is th 3 : That we have already 
opened markets both in China and 
•Japan for a large portion of our manu- 
factured goods. That trade, however, is 
merely in its infancy. Soon the CP R. 
will have a magnificent fleet of vessels 
plying on the Pacific, and those steamers 
will open up the trado between Canada 
and China and Japan, and ultimately, I 
trust, with Australia. There is no limit 
to tho opportunities beforo us of develop- 
ing our trade an 1 sending our manu- 
factures across to those Asiatic countries. 
It is not merely our people in British 
Columbia who will gain by that. There 
is not a man in Canada who makes a 
stove or an agricultural implement ; not, 
a man w ho works in brass or iron, who 
will not find a market by shipping across 
the continent for 

THIS ASIATIC TRADE. 
I may as well tail you also that wo aro 
met by tho most perfect spirit of recipro- 
city by our Australian fellow-colonists. 
They are anxious to have more intimate 
trado relations with us. 1 am unoid man 
now, but 1 want to seo that matter 
rounded oil' before 1 retire from public 
life. It is essential that we should 

H AVE A CABLE 
between Australia and British Columbia. 
A cable is tho precursor to trade. There 
has been great opposition to the building 
of a direct cable lino from Australia to 
Canada from the existing companies that 
tako other routes. Thoro is a large 
iniount of capital invested in the cables 
extending from Australia to Asia and 
thence to England ; but as Providence 
would have it, while we vero figtmug 
ihesa people, while we were saying to the 
Australians : Do not put your eggs into 
ono basket, but have another cable route 
to England by means of a lino from Aus- 
tralia to British Columbia and thence 
icross Canada to England, thoro came a 
tea quake — or an earthquake at tho hot- 
torn of the sea, which over we may 
choose to term it— and broke up the pre- 
■lent cable there by demonstrating to the 
meanest capacity that there ought to hi 
m alternative lino. Afcer we have a 
cablo between Australia and Canada, 
then comes tho question of 

A STEAMSHIP LINE 

betweoil tho two countries, and wo will 
hen have, besides tho trado 1 havo men- 
tinned, a growing and increasing trade 
.villi our fellow colonists in Australasia. 
(Applause.) 

Sir John proceeded to refer to tho won- 
lorful progress Canada had made sinci 
confederation, dilating at some length on 
.ho wonderful harvests of Manitoba and 



tho Northwest. If, ho asked, the pre- 
sent sparse population there could pro- 
duco fifteen or sevonteen million bushels 
of wheat, what must tho yield bo thoro a 
few years hence. Ho expressed tho hope 
that tho people of Morrisburg and vicin- 
ity would push their railway echeuio to 
Ottawa, and build their bridgo across tho 
St. Luwronco, always provided that it bo 
a high level bridge, so that all classes of 
craft could pass under it without let or 
hindrance. When ho returned to Morris- 
burg, perhaps in a yoar or so, to ask his 
hearers to vote for him ho hoped they 
would not turn their backs upon him 
without full consideration. (Cheers and 
laughter.)

How Circumstances Condemned Neil 
McKcague and Jlia Sweetheart 
Saved Him. 

The Remarkable Story of a Remark- 
able Crime— Direct Evidence 
Defeated Justice. 



/ Circumstantial evidence find its value 
in the solution of intricate criminal cases 
is just at present furnishing food for dis- 
cussion anion;.; many of the deepest 
thinkers of the continent. It is contond- 

i ed on the one hand that cirsumstnnces, 
wrongly interpreted, may easily hang an 

' innocent man; on tho other hand it is 
urged that circumstances cannot bo per 
jured witnesses; Whatever the amount 
of reliance rightly to bo placed in the 
silent testimony of incidents which sub 
stantiato and explain each other, telling 
their story without words; no one will 
deny that evidence of this character must 
form a vory important part of every 
criminal prosecution. The circumstan- 
tial evidence in tho gieat majority of 
casos forms their entire framework. 

Depending for its verdict upon this 
kind of ovidenco, the Burchell murder 
case, now on trial at Woodstock, OnL, is 
attracting extraordinary attention. It is 
» cause colebre, and the trial will ho 
watched for with interest by Hie public 
as well ft3 the profession most concerned. 
A case in which both prosecution 
and defence depended upon well linked 
chains of circumstantial evidence almost 
entirely was that of Neil McKcague, who 
early in '84 was charged before a Chicago 
jury with a double murder. The story of 
the trial will bear repetition. 
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In thu little suburban village of Evan- 



jiton, not far from Chicago, lived an old 
•fcouple named Wilson— a quiet, comforta- 
bly, well-off pair, who sawjittle company 
and were known to but fow of their 
immediate neighbors. The only one who 
was a frequent visitor at their li reside was 
IS'eil McKcague, a young butcher living 
only a few yards furthur down the street. 
Mc'Keague came and went almost as one 
of tho family, induced Mr, Wilson to en- 
dorse a note for him, and, it was hinted, 
. would fall heir to a great part, if not all, 
of tho old man's money w hen ho passed 
to his fathers. The Wilsons employed a 
little «irl to attend to the household work 
for them, sho sleeping at her own home 
and coming early in the morning to pre- 
pare the breakfast. Ono cold morning in 
December, 1883, this little girl on coining 
to her daily work was horrified at finding 
tho dead body of her employer, covered 
with bruises and blood, upon the kitchen 
floor. As soon as she recovered from her 
tirst alarm she ran to McKoague's shop 
and told him the terrible news. He re- 
turned with her and two men to the 
house, looked at tho L:idy of the old man, 
and then s arted upstairs. Before 
he could have reached the top, 
*-jh tho witness subsequently stated, he 
called out that the old woman was dead, 
too. His words proved true ; a double 
murder, of frightful brutality, had been 
committed. The Chicago polico were no- 
tified without delay, and soon Pinkerton 
himself was on tho scone. Ho carefully 
noted every detail of the finding of tho 
bodies, and then examined the house on 
all sides to ascertain, if possible, the mode 
of egress adopted by the murderer. One 
of the windows showed that it had been 
- recently opened, and under |it, hanging 
to a pieoo of loose siding, were a few 
threads of coarse sewing cotton, attached 
to which was a common " Pease " vest but- 
ton. Another button, precisely similar, 
was foutid a fow feet away. 

.Suspicion falling upon McKcague, 0:1 
Account of his being the only person who 
could have a motive in tliu death of the 
old couple, tho detectives first ascer- 
tained, by consu' ting medical experts, 
that tho killing of the old peoplo must 
have taken place between !) and 10 o'clock 
of tho evening previous to the discovery 
of the crime. MoKeagtio's shop boy. 
who also roomed with him, could not tell 
where hi:; employer was during that par- 
<:ii!ar hour, lie knew what be was do- 
» during all tho rest of tho day, and 
.aid that lie came in for the night shortly 
after 10 o'clock. The young butcher was 
Arrested, and his trunk being searched, -a 
vest was found with twobuttoms missing. 
The other buttons corresponded with the 
two found under tho window. They 
were, too, sewn 011 with thread of the 
same number as tho fow scattered shreds 
found. When tho day of the trial ar- 
rived the prosecution thought that they 
had a ropo of circumstantial evidence 
Jpiciently strong to hang the prisoner. 
McKcague had engaged as counsel tho 
veteran criminal lawyer, Von Arnam, 
who, at the trial, introduced first of all 
(in expert in book-keeping, who proved 
that it would take an uneducated man like 
lus client at least one whole hour to 
make tho entries in McKeague's books 
hich bad been made on the date of the 
ardor, and could not. have been made 
any other hour except between !) and 
as all his other time was accounted 
. by the witnesses for the prosecution, 
hen the crowded court-room was sur- 
rised at the calling to tho witness box of 
. highly respectable young woman, to 
horn McKcague was known to have 
6611 engaged. 

"Do you know tho prisoner ?" asked 
10 counsel for tho defence. 
"1 do," was the reply. 
" When did you last spend an evening 
his company V " 

"On tho Friday before the murder." 
" Whore were you V" 
"Wo were at a party together. " 
"Did anything unusual happen at that 
party ?" 

" Yes sir. A young nan insulted nic, 
mid Neil took oil' his coat to fight him." 
" Well V 

y Ho throw off his vest with his ooat, 

hardly waiting to unfasten it, and " 

"And?"— - 

"Two of the buttons were torn off." 

"Do you know what became of those 
buttons ?" 

" Yos, sir. I picked them up." 

" Have you them yet V 

'"Yes," and taking out, a small pockot- 
book tho witness produced tho two but- 
lf| i)s, with the pieces of thread still at- 
'ached. McKcague was saved, and a few 
'■ours later walked out of the court room 



a free man, the jury having found that 
bo was "Not Guilty." 

Ho married the faithful girl who saved 
him from the gallows, but treated her 
cruelly, and she died before a year had 
elapsed. Then McKeaguo returned to 
his old homo near bit. Catharines, Out., 
where he was followed by detectives, who 
still believed him a murderer. Ho bo- 
came involved in numerous shady trans- 
actions, which compelled his departure 
from Canada. Going back to tho West- 
ern States, ho continued to tread the 
downward path, and a few months later 
was stabbed, fatally, in a bar-room quar- 
rel. After his death, it was learned that 
in his caso circumstances had nob lied 
Ho was a murderer, and his sweetheart 
had perjured herself to save him from a 
murderer's death. 



YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



Tlic Floods la China. 

Washington, D. 0., Sept. 21). — The 
department of state has received a report 
from the United States legation atPekin, 
dated Aug. 12, in which it says that thu 
flood in that province has been tho most 
serious ever known. It 13 supposed that 
an area of ,'5,000 miles and a population 
of several millions have been affected by 
tho floods. Many pooplo have been 
drowned, and tens of thousands are 
refugees from their homes and aro living 
on charity. Near Stltiai, which is a 
point on tho railroad from Long Ku to 
Lonostal, the railroad embankment has 
been destroyed by the people for several 
miles. It was alleged that tho embank- 
ment dammed up tho water and flooded 
the country. Forcible possession was 
taken of the embankment, which was cut 
in many places. Trains wore stopped 
and tho employees driven away. It is 
supposed that the general in command at 
Tutai instigated these proceedings, in 
which hia soldiers largely took part. A 
very serious feature of the c^se is the 
supiness of Viceroy Li. lie has done 
nothing to prevent these lawless proceed- 
ings. The Tung Shal colliery is stopped 
and three thousand men aro thrown out 
of employment and the operation of the 
railroad is of course suspended. This 
destruction, report says, was wanton and 
unnecessary for letting off the water. All 
these proceedings indicate an anti-rail- 
road excitement, which may result in 
postponing indefinitely all further rail- 
road enterprises in China.

tSIli JOHN'S SPEECH. 

Sir John Macdouald's Morrisburg 
speech, which the reader will find in 
another parfcof this paper, is, as regards 
our tntdo and other relations with tho 
Flitted States, a mi st judicious utter- 
ance. The Premier's tone, as became 
the head of the Government of Canada 
was, while modorata and conciliatory, 
manly and independent:. Ilu did not as- 
sume an attitude of defiance or affect to 
believe that it did not matter much 
whether tho United States wits willing to 
outer into close trade relations with Can- 
ada or not. Kir John Macdonald very 
well knows that it is the interest of Can- 
ada to trade freely with so near and so 
rich a neighbor as tho United States ; 
but if that neighbor chooses to restrict 
its trade intercourse with this country 
and to be distant and even unfriendly, he 
su -gested that it is not for its inhabitants 
4« whiHeoreritgunfriendlinesswnd to pray 

and beseech it again to stied upon them the 
light of its countenance. Speaking as tho 
ropresehtatiVo of Canadians the Premier 
said in effect to tho people of the United 
.States, " Wo would liko to be more inti- 
inato with you in the way of 'Commerce, 
but as you do not choose to be so it cr.n- 
iiot be helped. You havo a perfect right 
to regulate your trade relations with 
us and others in tho way you consider 
most conducive I o your interests. You 
bivo taken your way, wo shall choose our 
course." 

The Premier naturally diree'ed the 
attention of his hearers to a time when 
tho Americans in circumstances not un- 
like tho present, adopted a Hue of policy 
with regard to Canadians very similar to 
tiiat which they have now made up their 
minds to pursue. The}-, for reasons of 
their own, put an end to trade relations 
which were profitable to both countries, 
and substituted for them otliets that were 
far less intimate and les3 profitable. The 
change, though unpleasant and incon- 
venient, did not annihilate Canadian com- 
merce. The unnoigbborly conduct i f 
tho United States did not dishearten tho 
the people of Canada or cause them to 
waste their time in useless lamentation 
over tho business they had lost. It 
rather stimulated them to increased exer- 
tion and made them dotormined to show 
their powerful neighbor that the growth 
and prosperity of Canada did not depend 
upon its good-will. They ehoso a policy 
of their own, and they followed it ener- 
getically, with the best results. Canada, 
as Sir John reminds his countrymen, has 
grown in wealth and importance since the 
abrogation of tho reciprocity treaty, and 
it will continue to grow in wealth and in 
greatness in spite of the illiberal policy 
which the United States is about to ini- 
tiate. Wo believe that Sir John Mac- 
donald gave expression to the views and 
tho feelings of nine Canadians out of ten 
on tho subject of our trade relations with 
the United States. Canadians in all parts 
of tho Dominion would like to trade free- 
ly with tho Americans. They till believe 
that reciprocity would be a good 
thing, but they are not disposed 
to grovel in tho dust or to 
place themselves completely in the power 
of tho American people to obtain oven 
reciprocity. And tho present restrictive 
policy of tho American Government will 
bo met on this side of the lino in tho 
same spirit. It will, it is believed, be, 
ns it is intended to be, injurious to 
Canada, but Canadians will bear tho 
injury without doing anything which 
-will lowor them in their own esteem. 

There are Canadians who say that the 



McKinley tariff is retaliatory, that the 
retaliation has been provoked by the 
changes which were made last winter in 
tho Dominion tariff. This is the ground 
takon by eouio of tho Opposition news- 
papers, but wo aro satisfied that thoy are 
mistaken. Tho changes complained of 
wore comparatively insignificant and they 
would hardly bo felt at all on tho other 
aide of the boundary. It was abundantly 
uvident that they woro not made in a 
spirit of hostility to the United States. 
We are free to admit that it was unfor- 
tunate that they woro made, because 
they aflord a pretext to throw tho 
blame of tho restrictive duties of tho 
McKinley tariff on tho Dominion 
Government. Thoy, as wo remarked at 
the time, wero of very little, if of any, 
benefit to tho Canadian people as a 
whole, and were tariff revisions in the 
wrong direction. Wo are among those 
who believe that thoro should bo 
no taxes on tho necessaries of life, and 
most of tho new duties were 011 such 
necessaries; But while we make this ad- 
mission we are as certain as we can bo of 
anything that the imposition and tho in- 
crease of duties on a few United States 
products had not the very slightest effect 
one way or other in causing the majority 
of Congress to extend protection to the 
farmers of tho United States. Tho policy 
of protecting the farmer was decided upon 
before tho last presidential election. Tho 
party of tariir reform had made a dead 
sot on tho farmers of the United States. 
They told the farmer that everything 
that ho used from tho day that he was 
born until the day ho died was protected 
in order to enrich the manufacturers if 
the Republic, and that ho received 110 
protection whatever. Speeches were 
made, newspapers were published and 
broad sheets were circulated for tho 
exp.ress purpose of convincing the farmer 
that he was the victim of the protective 
system — that it was out of him that tho 
protective taxes wero taken and that ho 
got nothing whatever in return. In or- 
der to counteract tho effect of this rea- 
soning and those appeals the farmers 
wen;, by the Republican politicnns and 
their newspaper organsj^romisud pro- 
tection, and ono of the main objects 
which Mr. McKinley had in view when 
drawing up tho new tariff was to perform 
the promises then made. We are morally 
certain that if thcro had not been a sin- 
gle change made in the Dominion tariff 
last winter tho McKinley tariff would be 
in every respect precisely what it is to- 
day. The Republican party was pledged 
to protect the fanner, and it was obliged 
to redeem that pledge. The changes 
made in the American tariff are there- 
fore not retaliatory, but are part and 
parcel of the protective policy which the 
Republics n party in tho U nited States 1$ 
bound to carry out. It ; :!) \ a every 
respect, consistent with that policy. In 
fact, a protective system without pro- 
tection to the farmer would bo incom- 
plete and unsymnietrical. 

A FALSE REPORT. 

TltUt there are in Ottawa a number of 
persons who aro read}' en all occasions lo 
circulate falsehoods by telegraph with re- 
spect to tho country and its Government, 
there i3 abundant evidence. These tele- 
graphic li'ira aro perfectly reckless. They 
do not care whom thoy in jure by their 
false reports or what mischief they do to 
important interests. The telegrams they 
concoct have at times an air of proba- 
bility, and some of them even appear to 
emanate from men in authority. The 
following telegram .sent to the London 
(England) Globe is of the latter clas3. 
Here it is ; — 

Ottawa, September 
The Fisheries Department havo been 
advised that the salmon pick in British 
Columbia is the largest known fur years. 
This year ,000,000 cases of canned salmon 
have been exported, the bulk of which 
goes to London. 

Tho British Columbia business man 
can see at a glance that tho information 
conveyed by this telegram is false. He 
knows that this year's salmon pack is by 
no means tho largest known for years, 
and ho also knows that at tho time the 
telegram was cabled not a s'ngle case of 
salmon had been exported from British 
Columbia. But the British business man 
does not possess tho knowledge which 
would cause him to discredit the tele- 
gram as BOOU as lie saw it. lie would 
naturally conclude that tho information 
it contained was reliable, and if ho had 
anything to do with the packed salmon 
trade tho knowledge which he imagined 
ho had gained would influence his action. 
Wo learn from a most reliable source 
that tho telegram if. falso in every single 
particular. Tho Fisheries Department 
could not havo been advised that the 
salmon pack of this year is tho largest 
known for years, for as we have 
already said this is not tho case 
and it is highly improbable that 
any ollicial 011 whom the Department can 
rely would deliberately atato what is 
falso. None had been exported at the 
date of the telegram, and the total pack 
does not reach 400,000 cases. Fully 25 
por cent of this quantity has been sunt 
to Australia and Eastern Canada, and tho 
balance that will bo loft to send to Great 
Britain will bo very far, indeed, from 
being "tho bulk of 600,000 eases.'' It 
is greatly to bo regretted that telegrams 
of this kind, which are calculated to 



create alarm, are s >nt from Ottawa. If 
anyone connected with the Department 
of Marino and Fisheries is so unprin- 
cipled as to give a newspaper correspon- 
dent such incorrect and misleading in- 
formation as that contained in tho tele- 
gram wo havo reproduced, ho ought to be 
dismissed from tho service forthwith. 



THE NAGGING POLICY. 

Thoro aro many Americans who bo 
lievo that Canada's commercial welfare 
depends upon its having reciprocity in 
trade with tho United States. They be 
liovo that if reciprocity is withheld Can- 
adians will becomo so poor and so dispirited 
that they will beg to bo annexed to tho 
United States. This is tho position 
which tho New York Sua took when ad 
vances wero made by somo indiscreet and 
short-oighted Canadians' for commercial 
union. That paper would not entertain 
the proposition for a moment. It said 
plainly that if Canada wanted free com- 
mercial intercourse with the United 
States it must become politically unit- 
ed with tho Republic, and it moro 
than hinted that all the United States 
had to do was to waic patiently and in a 
little while Canada, liko a ripe pear, 
would drop into hor lap. 

There are others who are of tho opinion 
that Canada can bo starved and bullied 
into annexation. Among these is Senator 
Spooner. When Mr. Sherman's proposi- 
tion for reciprocity with Canada wns 
under consideration that honorable Sena- 
tor did not hesitate to say that it was bad 
policy to treat tho Dominion in a friendly, 
liberal and neighborly way. lie was very 
frank and outspoken, as the following 
extract from the ollicial report of his 
speech will show : 

' I also want to say that 1 am not 
ready to vote now for tho Canadian re- 
ciprocity proposition which is submitted 
by tho senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman). 
1 am not attracted by tho notion that wo 
can with any profit to our industries, or 
to our labor, or with commercial advan- 
tage to our country, entor at tlu3 time 
into a general commercial union with 
Canada. I hope the day will come when 
tho flag of tho United "States will float 
over Canada, and I ho British flag will be 
gone from that domain, and J am in- 
clined to think that day will bring the 
first occasion of favorable and profitable 
commercial union with Canada. 

" It must come, in my judgment, with 
politicial union, and not until then. I be- 
lieve if we maintain toward Canada the 
position which as elf respoctinggovernm nl 
ought to maintain toward an aggressive, 
u friendly and ungenerous neighbor, the 
friendship which is necessary to bring 
about a profitable commercial union and 
a politicrl union will come very much 
earlier than it will if we truckle to hor, 
and attempt by legislative overtures to 
purchase of h^r by commercial arrange- 
ments rights which we possess under 
troP.iiGa, and treatment which ought free- 
ly to characterize the intorcour30 0" 
friendly and civilized peoples, I wish 1 
might give fully my views upon this 
branch of the subject of reciprocity, so 
called, but 1 cannot to-night." 

Canada has not been with rospoct to 
the United States either aggressive, un- 
friendly or ungenerous. It has, (-11 the 
contrary, shown that it i3 willing to do 
all that can reasonably bo expected of a 
neighbor to keep up a good understand- 
ing and to maintain friendly relations. 
But those Americans who believe that Can- 
adians- can bo forced by ill-treatment and 
unnoighborlineas to become citizens of 
the United States will find that they have 
made a very groat mistake. 

GA PTIOUS CRITICISM. 

Tho first suiitenco of tho article in the 
Times yesterday evening 011 the White- 
law wil ding business is a li'.tie singular. 
Here it is : 

'•The Time.-; is not 'indignant' be- 
cause of the refusal of whaling privileges 
to .Mr. Whitolaw. Tho Times is simply 
disgusted, and would have discussed the 
matter in tho same tone had the privilege 
bsen refused a British subject.'' 

We cannot imagine what our contem- 
porary was thinking about. Tho priv- 
ilege could not bo refused a British sub- 
ject. A British subject in a British ves- 
sel has a right to fish for whales or any 
other creature that swims in British seas 
without asking any one's leave. The 
authorities could not refine a British 
subject the privilege, for their 
consent is not required. But 
it is very different, indeed, when an 
American or any other foreigner asks for 
the privilego. If the privilege is granted 
to one foreigner it. must be granted to 
other foreigners, should thoy apply for it. 
The consequences of granting such a 
privilege are hard to foresee. What is 
granted this year as a favor may be de- 
manded next year or a few years hence 
as a right. This was tho case with the 
Bay of Fundy. Tho Yankees wore al- 
lowed tho privilego of fishing in that in- 
land sea, and when it was thought neces- 
sary to withhold tho privilego they made 
6uch a fuss that the British authorities, 
for the sake of peace and quiet;, allowed 
thoin to havo their own way. Oui'fiouthom 
neighbors, if you give them an inch in 
the matter of fishing privileges, aro 
very much inclined to take an ell. It 
scorns, however, that if Mr. Whitelaw 
pursued the whales in a British vessol, 
the authorities, although I10 is an Ameri- 
can citizen, would havo no objections to 
his Ashing as much and as long as he 
pleased, This ought to satisfy tho most 
exacting of Americans, or his friends. 

Our contemporary raves about what it 
calls the " dog-iri-tho-mangerisli " policy, 



of the Dominion as - regards the Ameri- 
cans, when, in the Bame breath, it shows 
that it treats tho ci! izens of tho United 
States, as regards commerce, in exactly 
tho Bame way as it heats tho subjects of 
Queen Victoria who live in tho United 
Kingdom. The Canadian tariff does not 
discriminate against Americans. It 
places them exactly on tho same 
footing 11s it does British sub- 
jects outside tho Dominion of Canada. 
What sense then is thoro in contending 
that tho Government of tho Dominion i3 
prejudiced against tho Americans /

FAIRLY OPfiSBD. 

The First Erflnln; Am«ii_' tiio l'ictnre3 at tkc 
Oitv Hall, 

The first exhibition of the British Colum- 
bia Art Association is now- fairly inaugur- 
ated. Although the attendance, yesterday 
afternoon, was discouragingly small, the 
number of visitors present in the evening 
more than made up. With electric lights 
well placed, the evening view was as good 
as the day, und all wore enabled to appre- 
ciate the good points of the varied ex- 
hibits. Of these there were many which, 
owing to their lute arrival, those who were 
afforded the private view on Tuesday did 
not see. Thero were also noticeable and 
worthy additions to the artistic novelty 
tables, upon which Mr. !'.. R. Bayno had a 
remarkably liim collection of Bannres brass 
work. Oriental porcelain was present in 
abundance and found many admirers. A 
collection of miniatures on ivory is a niro 
and valuable feature of the exhibition, the 
portraits being the products of a master's 
brush. 

Among the printings there are many 
which deserved equal mention with those 
referred to yesterday. Prominent among 
these — although almost hopelessly hidden 
from view — is No. SB. a little gem by u de- 
ceased artist named Huhl. Tin- line work in 
this beautiful portrait, which is only a 
few inches in length, must be seen to bu 
understood. No. 87, a very carefully fin- 
ished scene on the Cornish coast, painted 
from within a rocky cave, whose rough 
mouth forms a framework for the summer 
seem; depicted. There is novelty as well as 
artistic merit in this picture, ana Mr. Paul- 
ine, the author, may consider it one of his 
best. It is not hid best, however; that dis- 
tinction belongs to Xo. ."(), an old windmill 
on the Essex moon. This picture, although 
not a conspicuous production, is wi ll painted 
in every detail, being true to effect, time 
ami color. It hoars inspection at any focus, 

Mr. William Wilson's pictures, w hich the 
hanging committee in their wisdom have 
stuck away almost out of sight at one end 
of the building, more than any others 
show the work of the finished artist. Cara 
has been tiken to have every part, no mat- 
ter how minute, perfect; and the collection 
reminds one very forcibly of David Cox or 
Watteau. 

Among the new arrivals is one by Miss 
Waitt, which is altogether dfferent and 
infinitely bettor thin anything else 
shown by her. It is an upright 
marine, in which sky, water and 
general effect aro all excellent. Mr. West 
exhibits a number of creditable copies, and 
Mr. S. Natnura shows several good por. raits. 
In the painting on China, Mr. W. Allan 
has done some very careful and pretty 
work, as has Miss McMicking. " The 
Transfiguration" (pen and ink copy), by 
Miss E. Woods, is worthy of examination 
and comment. In clay modelling, Mr, 
Harris shows a Venus, which, 
though possessing some merit, has a 
right leg so horribly distorted as to draw 
the visitor's entire attention from the points 
ef excellence, 

A general feature of the exhibition is 
purely local work ; the reproduction of the 
magnificent scenery at home. Here Mr. T, 
Bumford wins his brightest laurels. Ho is 
a student of art from the greatest school of 
all — Nature. His tints are too true to have 
been obtained in any studio. Indeed, fidel- 
ity to Nature is his distinguishing oharuc- 
tcric ; others may attempt to improve on 
Nature, to tone down her irregularities ; ho 
is satisfied with interpreting Nature as it is. 
Herein lien his success.

The City Council Determine to Sup- 
port the Polico— Street Loafers 
Must Go. 

Chief Slieppard is Ignorant of Any 
Gambling' in Victoria— A 
Busy Nig-lit's Work. 



The regular meeting of Council was held 
Inst night, Aid. MoKtllican presiding. 
Present, Aid. Goodacre, Smith, Harrison, 
Kelly, Holland, \\ ilaon, Robertson and 
Vigelius. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

were received from George Amorsen, re 
draining Stanley avenue. Referred to the 
Street Committee. 

Mrs. S. Sehl, usking for streot Hues. 
Granted. 

JohuR. Liscom, complaining that he had 
been arrested by Constable Levin while 
standing on Government street watching 
the Salvation army. 

Aid. Goodacre mos-ed that the communi- 
cation be received and tiled. 

Aid. Wilson said that the writer of (ho 
communication, Mr. Giscom, a colored 
man, wns one of our most respected citizens. 
The decision of the police magistrate showed 
that the otlicer was wrong. He therefore 
moved that the officer be requested to 
apologise. 

Aid. Goodacre snid this wan giving little 
encouragement to do their duty. The po- 
lico had received strict instructions to keep 
the streets clear, and the ofiiccr in question 
had only done bis duty. 

Aid. Holland concurred. 

Aid. Vigelius said if the correspondent 
was a respectable citizen, so was the officer. 
It was necessary that the streets should be 
kept clear, and this the officer was doing. 
The mutter should go to the Polico com- 
mittee. 

Aid. Smith and Kelly contended that the 
polico must be upheld, otherwise the city 
would have no police. 

Aid. Harrison whs astonished that Aid. 
Wilson should have brought up his motion. 
He was the man who brought up motions 
against peanut men and others. 

Aid. Wilson — You were the peanut man. 

Aid. Harrison objected to the officer mak- 
ing an apology. He should be supported 
instead of censured. 

Aid. Wilson said in this case the action 
of the magistrate showed that the officer 
was wrong. As to sidewalk obstructions, 
he had seen it obstructed near the Poodle 
Dog and no officer in sight. 

Aid. Kelly said that the Council had no 
right to iiIIotv the Salvation Army to pa- 
rade the streets and frighten horses, it was 
not only against law but against common 
sense to license people, no matter what they 
paid, to block up the thoroughfare with any 
business. 

The letter was referred to tho Police com- 
mittee. 

Ernest Ethridge — calling attention to the 
unsatisfactory state of the voters' list.

Aid. Wilson objocted that there was no 
necessity to entct on expenditures at ouce. 
He wanted the matter deferred. 

Aid. Harrison said if the report were 
passed a survey would be begun on Monday 
morning. 

Aid. Robertson objected to tho appoint- 
ment of two engineers; almost any mechanic 
could help Mr. Mohun. 

Aid. Harrison announced that the sewer- 
age commissioners agreed with the appoint- 
ments which had boon recommended by 
the committee. 

Aid. Smith, chairman of the ^Police Com- 
mittee uimounccd that the Chief of Police 
and Sergeant Walker had made a strict 
investigation into the subject of tho enor- 
mous amount of gambling alleged to prevail 
in tho city. They had, however, found 
none. The members of tho police force had 
also been instructed to investigate but the 
results of their inquiries had been the Eanie. 
It was true there had been plenty of curd 
playing; but none of a criminal nature. 

The mutter was referred to the police 
committee for Q formal report. 

Aid. Wilson asked if there was a game 
called "sluice" and what was its nature. 

Aid. Kelly also wanted to know what' the 
game was. 

Aid. Wilson had no doubt Aid. Kelly, na 
an old minor, knew something about it. Ho 
further complained of the number of small 
boys who went in and out of tho saloons ; 
and there were no police about. 

Aid. Kelly protested that he knew no 
more of the games than did Aid. Wilson. 
He presumed the name " sluice " was only a 
new name for something old. 

Aid. Harrison brought to the attention of 
the Council the fact that tho tramway com- 
p.iny had painted specially, or allowed to lie 
painted, ono of their poles in red, white 
and blue, like a barber's sign, while all tho 
rest of their poles were untouched. The 
by-law prohibited advertising on the 
poles. He therefore asked that tho 
stripes he hail referred to be 
obliterated, or that all tho polls may bo 
painted in the same way. The city had two 
newspapers that were well edited, and well 
looked after, and should not allow of op- 
position to them in the manner indicated. 

After some discussion a motion of Aid. 
Harrison that the sign in question be obli- 
terated, or ull painted alike, was carried, 
and the council adjourned. 

There will bo a special meeting of the 
Council on Friday evening.

A WORK OP ART. 

The Oiling of E. M. JohnBon's ImsliieBS 
Ofllca Transformed by an Artist Into 
a Series of Lovely ITcturt s. 

When E, M. Johnson moved from his old 
quarters into his handsome oflices ut the 
corner of Government and Brcugliton 
streets, tho new place of business was 
generally admired. Since then, a fresco 
urtist (Mr. O. T. Chipman), of considerable 
ability, has taken up his residence in Vic- 
toria. This gentleman's services Mr. John- 
sou secured to paint the ceiling of his ofhco 
in oil, and now the prosaic, real estate mart 
possesses a work of art that is a pleasure to 
all who behold it. The ceiling is/ divided 
into live large und one small panels, thero 
being a centre piece between four of them 
from which bungs a lovely silver gas 
chandelier. These panels the urtist lias 
transformed from a dull ground into soft 
harmonizing colors, with paintings in the 
centre of caoh. Mt. Raker, Mt. Hood, Mt. 
Rainier, Mt. St. Helens, and a view of the 
Straits and the Olympian range beyond 
have been painted in the centre of the 
panels, each being surrounded by a circular 
border ol vine leaves, with knots of roses 
chrysanthemums and panBies holding them 
together. The paintings are excellent pic- 
tures of the noted mountains in our neigh- 
borhood, and have not only been faithfully 
portrayed, but are so placed on the ceiling 
that one has but to take a sent underneath 
the centre piece to nt once secure a correct 
vision of the several views. The borders of 
the panels and the centre piece have been 
painted in soft browns and greys and blues, 
and are a harmonious blending of colors. 
Tho whole border balow the ceiling ia a 
deep ground of dark maroon on which a 
zig-zag border of oak branches is painted in 
a delicate green. Tho ceiling of Mr. John- 
son's office is a most interesting study, well 
worth an inspection, and is an indication 
not only of the well-known enterprise of 
that energetic individual, but also of his 
good (ante. He was the first to introduce 
artistic embellishment of his oflices, and is 
evidently determined that his quurtcrs will 
be the most attractive in the city.

Seme Interesting News— Hallway Construction 
at Ship Harbor. 

Though but little information has been 
recently made public about the railways 
at this point, yet enough is known of ft-hat 
they have been doing to safely infer that 
more important moves on tho board will 
soon take place, 

Tho Northern Pacific has done a good 
deal of work and is preparing to do much 
more. It is building a largo ocean dock 
some two-thirds of u mile to the westward 
of the terminal dock of the Oregon Im- 
provement Co., and work on this is steadily 
progressing, nearly all the piles being now 
driven. It has also laid tho track round 
Ship Harbor, and the engineers arc prepar- 
ing for its extension to the head of Burrows 
Hay. This company ia also clearing its 
land and it is expected will soon put it en 
the market. 

A largo purchase of land on and near 
Ship Harbor was completed last Friday, the 
consideration amounting to $300,000. The 
buyers were Messrs. Colby, Sehultzo and 
others intimately connected with the North- 
ern Pacific Railway. The Oregon Improve- 
ment Co. has now a large amount of rolling 
stock on its line and runs two trains 
daily up tho Skagit Valley. The road bed 
is constructed as far as Hamilton 
and is only awaiting the arrival of iron rails 
to bo completed. Tho Northern Pacilic has 
taken up construction, it is understood, 
from near this point, and is building east- 
ward up tho south bank of the Skagit. It 
line is also being extended westward from 
Spokane Falfs towards the Skagit Pass, and 
has now reached the Grand Coulee. 

When the direct line from Anacortes to 
Spokilne Fulls is completed, the Northern 
Pacific will own eno of the most direct 
transcontinental li-ies, and with such a 
well-situated ship - port as Anacortes 
will be in a strong p ,tion to compete with 
its powerful rivals, the C.P.R. und' Great 
Northern.

Elsa B. Hall, charged with shooting a 
lieu pheasant, pleaded guilty, believing 
that tho timo for shooting grouse was the 
aamo as in England. Ho hud, ho said, 
mistaken tho pheasant for grsuse. Tho 
defendant belonged to H.M.S. Espioglo, 
and was fined in costs $5. 

THE TRAMWAY ASSAULT*. 

Charlos Little was charged with unlaw- 
fully attempting to strike James Fairall 
with an axo, 

Mr. Belyoa, for the defence, asked that 
tho charge of assaulting Charles Fairall 
he taken first. Tho evidence was, ho 
said, tho same. 

Superintendent Langley objected, say- 
ing that between tho cases there was an 
interval of fifteen minutes. 

James Fairall, Victoria West, testified 
thut ho worked in Fairall & Barry'a 
brewery. On Monday last, at about b' 
o'clock ho saw a man chopping a stump. 
Ho went to the brewery to tell his father 
and on coming nut the man struck at him 
with an axe, and said "I'll kill you, you 

." He also knocked off his hat, and 

sent it through the fence. Witness picked 
up his hat and took up a stone, which he 
threw at the defendant, who again tried 
to striko him with tho axo. Little was a 
little the worse for liquor. 

By Mr. Belyea— Am 18 years old. 1 
think the stono hit Mr. Little, who was 
staining up preparing to throw his nxo 
at mo. My father, who was near the 
.stump, had asked him to leave the stump 
alone and solid Mr. Biggins to treat with 
him. The men wore trying to put down 
a side-Walk through my father's field, 
where thore had been no side-walk be- 
fore. Ju the morning, my father had 
1o!d the men to quit working on the side- 
walk near our proporty. My father 
never laid hands on Little. When 
Little s ruck at me I was about three 
feet from him, near the fence. My 
father asked him to leave the stump 
alone. Little taid — "Clear out, you 

son of a , or I'll murder you." 

Mr. Bulyea drew attention to the fact 
that Mr. Fairall, senior, was prompting 
the witness. 

The Magistrate said this was a most 
ser.uiij uli'ence to prompt a witness. 

By Mr. Belyea— My brother had an 
axe in his hand and was told by my 
fathor to put our axe near tho stump so 
that Mr. Little might strike our axe and 
dull its edge. Little took tho axe from 
Harry with his left hand and struck at 
me with it, and then dropped it on the 
ground. Witness then "skinned out," 
believing that ho had run enough risk of 
his life for one day. Little took the axo 
from Harry and boxed bis ears. 

Henry Fairall, brother of last witness, 
said he asked his brother if he could put 
his axe against the stump so that Little 
could hit it. Little jumped up, took his 
axe away and hit him in tho ear, and 
then ran at his brother with both axes. 
Witness then went into the brewery. 
Little said tint he would murder every 

" ■ — that belonged to the 

brewery." 

By Mr. Belyea— Witness' brother and 
father had nothing in their handy, wit- 
ness had the axo holding it by the han- 
kie. Little hit him on tho car. making 
it red, and also knocked his brother's 
bat off with the axe, but did not injure 
it. Witness did not hear Little say any- 
thing to his father cither before or" after 
he struck him. 

Alfred Napier Barry, partner of Mr. 
Fairall, testified to having seen tho latter 
cluse to the stump and Little about two 
feet away holding an axo in a threatening 
manner. The son Harry, a few feet from 
Little, had the handle of another axo in 
otiM hand raised a few inches from tho 
•ground. Mr. H S. Fairall jumped away 
from Little. His son James was at the 
fence. Little called out something that 
witness did not hear and struck at James 
Fairall with the head of the axe, knock- 
jug his cap off and damaging the fence. 
When Harry raised the axe Little struck 
him with his fi 3 t. Little, seeing wit- 
ness at the co nier f fc ne brewery, came 
lip and cb^aiid him to the browery, rais 
*1m axe to strike him. 
life' also kicked the brewery door 
fiiy Mr. Belyea— Witness heard no 
language at all pass between tho part ies. 
The tramway had not built the sidewalk 
in the morning, but did so in the after- 
noon. It had been batten up since. Wit- 
ness did not see Mr. Fairall remove it. 
The lumber for it was on the tramway 
track. Bid not know that Mr. Fairall 
and his sons ever had destroyed a quan- 
tity of it. 

Henry S. Fairall, brewer, Victoria 
West, testified that ho saw Little chop- 
ping a stump on the firm's property. 

The magistrate asked if there was a 
■claim of right involved. If there was, it 
would bo well to raise thin point at once. 

Mr. !5elyea said it was bis intention to 
raise tho point, but the evidence so far 
adduced had not mado that possible. The 
company had tak.-n up the sidewalk and 
bad received peremptory instructions to 
lay it down on tho lines prescribed. 

Mr. Fairall continued, that he saw Lit- 
tle chopping tho Btump. which was four 
foot inside of the old sidewalk. He re- 
monstrated, telling Liddell he was chop- 
pi, a stump on bis property, when he 
s iid, " Why don't you go and see Mr. 
Biggins'" 1 said " 1 am the owner of 
this property and here are are the deeds." 
L ttle went on, when his son they came 
and asked to fetch the axo so as to pir it 
botw eii his and blunt bis o;:e when he 
■chops. Witness said leave the axe alone, 
Little jumped up and lifting his axe 
thr-atencd to murder some of us. He 
fc'ien at rack Henry in Hie face, took the 
•ixe and sung out to his son James that 
£e 'would kill him. He chased Mr. 
Barry and said I'll murder some son of a 
b— —in the brewery. Witness's teamster 
Wallace put his bead out of the door and 
ho throw tho axe at him,

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last he was working on the tramway near 
Fairnll's browry, chopping a stump by 
order of Superintendent Nioholls, who 
was about 200 feet away. Mr. Fairall 
interfered. Wi-ness was instructed not 
to say a word to Mr. Fairall. When wit- 
ness was on his knees cutting down the 
stump low, Fairall forebade him threu 
timos to chop. Witness went on with 
his work when Fairall told bis boy to 
striko witness with tho axo. Witness 
grabbed the axe and throw it away. The 
other boy stood closo by with a lump of 
rock in his hand. Seeing ho was going 
to bo struck ho took the axo from the boy 
and throw it against the fence with his 
left hand. The other boy, tho eddest, 
threw the rock and knocked him down. 
Tho boy was about seven feet away in a 
little alley. They then scampered like a 
lot of rati), all except, Fairall, who had an 
old muzzle loading j.ijtol which ho was 
afraid to lire because he had only 0110 
shot. He then ran away. Before tln3 
they were all standing round him. 

The Magistrate— You are going fully 
into tho merits, Mr. Belyea ; are you 
going to raise tho claim of rights ! 

Mr. Belyea — Wo don't see lit to raise 
it just hero. If wo did it might take a 
week, to hear the case. 

Witness (Little)— Never struck any 
one, not even tho boy with tho axe. Mr. 
Fairall was standing about tho centre of 
tho tramway, ubout eight feet from the 
stump, and could not hive failed to seo 
tho stone thrown. Nioolls and another 
man were not present ; but thoy came 
when ho halloed. 

By Supt. Laugley —Witness was sober 
tint afternoon. 

Wilfred Nieholls, track suporintendbns 
of the tramway company, bad given 
Litil- instructions to cut down tho stump. 
The Brat ho knew from them w.is some 
niio saying : " Striko him wi h tho axe." 
He was about a hundred foot away rrom 
the stump. Ha saw the boy have tho 
axo raised on his shoulder as though ho 
were going to striko ; Fairall being right 
off the edge of the track. Witness 
corroborated the evidenco of Little. It 
was Fairall who said "strike him with 
the axe." He saw Mr, Barry's coat tail 
going through the brewery door, while 
Little was having a foot race with 
Fairall. 

Alex. Snea'h said he had seen very 
little of the disturbance. The lirst 1 saw 
was Little, who f-.-il on his knees on the 
ground ; he was calling out, wi ll his hand 
to his hack ; was to > faroff to distinguish 
what he said ; my shop lies to the west of 
the brewery ; Liltlo had two axes in hand 
just as he dropped on his knees; did not 
see him throw an axo at any time; saw 
Fairall running between the Grove ho- 
tel and the browery ; he was followed by 
Little ; Little had no axo in his hand 
when he passed my shop. 1 am under 
the impression tlut Little was struck with 
a stone, before ho fell on bis knees ; saw 
no club in Faiiali's hands, or no weapon 
in any one's hands. 1 think Little had 
been drinking some. 

Thomas Price said : I was laying a 
sidewalk near tho browery when the row 
occurred. Saw Fan-all coining out of the 
browery with his youngest son ; Fairall 
spoke to Little, but could not hoar what 
ho said ; Little was chopping a stump; 
unl looked ; I tupposo he said some- 
thing, but couldn't hear what. Young 
Fairall picked up au axo and raisod it ; 
thought 1 heard Little say: "You 
would— would you ( " Little thbn rushed 
at tho b y, wrested the axe from his 
hands and threw it at the fence. The 
other boy threw a rock and struck Little 
on the back and ho Cell. Bin to the spot 
with Nieholls, and the row was then 
about over. The stone was thrown as 
tho axe was taken out of young Fairall's 
hand. Little chased the older Fairall, 
but he had no axe in his had. Bid nor. 
seo Barry, and did not seo Little run at 
him with an axe. While Little was at 
the stump, saw Fairall put his hand in 
hip-pocket, and mike a motion ns if to 
draw a pistol. Did not see a pistol drawn 
by him. ACtor the trouble was over, 
picked up tome deeds and laid them on 
the fence. Little was not drunk. 

Mr. Nieholls, recalled— Saw Fairall 
pull u pistol half out of his poc-Uet twice. 
I was not inoro than 10 yatds when he 
drew it first. 1 was nearer the second 
time ; it was n single-barrelled pistol ; 
think that 11 my, Fairall and tho boys 
wore all drunk ; the boys were running 
about with pockets full of rocks ; Barry 
was so drunk ho could scarcely get 
around. 

D. W. Rigging said — I put tho men to 
work on the sidewalk under oiders from 
the surveyor-general, to relay tho 
walk. The govern m nt claimed the 
roadway to a width of (ill feet, and 
the sidewalk was within the "feet. 

Mr. 8. P. Mills here entered the room 
and said he had been instructed for the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Johnson said he was glad to hear 
it. Tho complainant was a person who 
talked too much, and had been very 
loquacious throughout tho proceedings. 

Mr. Mills said that the ca3e arose from 
a question of title and could not be dealt 
with here. 

Mr. Belyea said that such was tho 
case, and that tho defence hud entered 
the court through no fault of its own. 
lie thought the magiatiato must dismiss 
the case. 

His Honor finally dismissed the case, 
holding that no assault was proved and 
declining to proceed furtho.- with the 
matter, his jurisdiction being ousted, a 
bona lido claim of right arising.

So much has boon written lately 'on tho 
great marriage question that it becomes a 
matter of somo difficulty to speak on tho sub- 
ject of how our English girls marry without 
running tho risk of being painfully trite. 
Tho gradual emancipation of women, and 
tho increased freedom which girls in good 
society almost Invariably enjoy, aro tho 
most hopoful signs of tho formation of a 
sound marriage basis. There Is no fateful 
necessity for marrying in haste and repent- 
ing at leisure. English girls, as a rule, have 
ample opportunities for preliminary flirt- 
ation, or even for more serious study of char- 
acter, while dancing, riding, rowing, playing 
tennis, and what not. London drawing 
rooms are not, I admit, tho invariable homo 
of serious conversation, but with a little 
tact it is wonderful tho quiet tete-a-tete that 
may bo secured even in the most crowded 
salons. And girls, as a rule, take full ad- 
vantages of their privileges and whirl gaily 
through several seasons, looking out tent- 
atively all tho while fur tho advent of that 
personal mortal who is to inspire the 
"grande passion" of their lives. In anticip- 
ation of course ho is always a millionaire, 
bearing offerings of diamonds in his hand, 
but when he comes in the shape of a young 
and briefless barrister, or a handsome but 
impecunious captain, tho passion ho Inspires 
is none the less genuine, and in ffino cases out 
of ten parents are cajoled into recognizing 
the claims of tho detrimental, and after an 
interval o! courtship the young couple settle 
down pio=aical!y and contentedly to a modi- 
fled form of lovoin a cottage. 

It is generally admitted that the sketches of 
French social lite, us supplied in tho novels 
of Dnudet or of Paul llourget, nro drawn In 
reulily froms a very restricted portion of 
Paris society. Tho English novelist on the 
other hand, form his method on that of the 
French masters, draws his inspirations from 
the life of tho whole nation, and the healthy, 
robust love making which is a distinguishing 
feature of nineteenth century lietitm may bo 
accepted as a truthful picture of the domestic 
drama as it is enacted iu many an English 
homo to-day. Anthony Trollopo, for in- 
stance, always strikes me as a wondorfully* 
faithful exponent of tho loves and misfor- 
tunes of refined, middle-class naJurp, and in 
TroUope's novels nearly nil tho Carriages aro 
love-matches, mid whore they are not they 
turn out to bo failures. And the sympathies 
of the reader, like tho sympathies of thfl 
English public iu resl life, aro always with 
true hearted and tru- ring level's. 

Wo have no lack In England— by way of ex- 
ample— of love-morn igos in the highest ranks 
of life, where tho temptations to tho "mar- 
riages de convenances" are even greater than 
elsewhere. That Queen Victoria herself mar- 
ried for love is an established historical fact, 
nnd most of her daughters nro supposed to 
have followed her example. Rut we need go 
no further hack than last season, when the 
marriage of Princess Louise of Wales to the 
Dukeof Fife was celebrated. It is an open 
secret that the young Princess had been in 

10 e with the Earl for years, and for his sake 
had declined to entertain tho proposals of any 
foreign royal suitor and although iu thisense 
the pretensions of the detrimental were bap!:- 
rd by a ducat coronet and »8S0,OM a year, he 
was none tha less a detriment in the eyes of 
several members of the royal family who 
steadily opposed the mutch. But tho win do 
Byrnpathies of the nation were on the side of 
the future Princess Royal, who has willingly 
sacrificed a great part of her royal honors 
for the sake of the man she loves, or who may 
now he seen shopping In Bond street unat- 
tended, or driving w ith her husband in hap- 
py tote a-toto, much like any other young 
lady of her age. 

Of course there is another side to the qu 
tion which can not for a moment V 
We have had recently picture? enough and iq I 
sparo of what it is customary to speak of as 
"the marriage market" of the worldly, 
wealth-seeking mother trotting out her young 1 
and Ignorant daughter before a crowd of ] 
p< ssible suitors, ready to knock her down to 
the highest bidder among them. More than 
that. We can point to marriages among out 
own circl i of friends in which the bride's feel- 
ings were not only ignored, but trampled up- 
on, and which were as much dictated by 
mercenary motives as any marriage solem- 
nized in France. Our own divorce court 
scandals give eloquent testimony to tho t:-u:h 
of these facts. But I honestly believe that 
such marriages though unhappily frequent iu 
the worldly and' pleasure-seeking circles of 
London society, are after all the exception 
and not the rule, and there is no doubt that 
they aro strongly condemned by the whole 
moral sense of tho Naiion, 

Tho English law, unlike that of Franco, is 
not fiamed in such a way as to encourage 
mercenary unions. Parental consent with us 
isnot a sine qua non, and although au Irate 
father may disinherit his son or daughter, he 
can not legally prevent tliem from marrying 
whom they please. Even in cases where, one 
or other of tho contracting parties being un- 
der ago, t.'aey have recourse ton runaway 
marriage at a registrar's office and make a 
false declaration of ago In order to obviate 
the necessity of producing the father's con- 
sent even then the parents' rodro s is but a 
meagre one. They can have their rebellious 
son or daughter condemned to a short term . - 
of imprisonment for false swearing, but in no | has a 
case can the marriage be annulled. On tho 
other hand, a class of tltlod aristocracy, 
backed up by tho rights of primogeniture is 
undoubiedly a direct incentive towards 
worldly marriages, by creating a limited 
number of i xeeptionally good -'partis," for 
whom ambitious mammas angle dexterously 
on behalf of their daughters— or, worse still, 
for whom scheming damsels angle for then.- 
solves. 

In England a man nlmost Invariablv asks 
tho girl herself to marry him birforo speaking 
to her father for his consent. When once the 
engagement isan accomplished fact tho lovers 
are allowed ample opportunities for making 
further acquaintance. The whole family oj- 
operate in gH i .g them a wide berth, und 
they may spend hours every day alono in 
each other's company iu tho house or walk- 
ing or riding togoUier, as tho case may be, 
Such liberty, which would make a French 
mother's huir stand on end, .., perfectly 
commo-il-faut iu England. Tho young couple 
even travel and pay Walla iu each other's 
company, the fiancee accompanied by her 
maid, if she should happen to bo possessed of 
that appendage, but otteuur stilt quite with- 
out a cnaperoue. 

This freedom of social intercourse ought to 
be a good safeguard against girls linking tholr 
fir. lines with one who it is impossible for

widely read, has just published n. clever uovol 
about Loudon society, "The llosiods," iu 
which he makes the heroine, Olivia, deliber- 
ately jilt the rich young man to whom she is 
betfotherL His view is that society ought 
toholptho girl out of tho wretched dilemma 
in which sho is- placed, when she discovers 
that her engiigcmont is a mistake, instead of 
rendering it, as at present, nimost impossible 
to retriove a falso stop before it is too late. 
I am bound to say that, while strongly depre- 
cating rnsh and hasty betrothals, I feel great 
sympathy for Sir Henry's view, which, if 
generally adopted, might bo tho means of 
averting many a domestic tragedy. Tho time 
Of engagement ought to bo a period of mutual 
probation, and nuirriago should only onsito 
if tho experiment has been so far satisfactory 
to both parlies. 

Another i>oint in recent social development 
which bears favorably on tho marriage ques- 
tion in England is tho' rapid breaking down 
of class distinctions, and tho consequent ex- 
tension of tho Hold of posdblo matrimonial 
choice, Tho aristocracy nnd tho county 
families intermarry freely nowadays with 
tup professional and upper middle classes. 
Thus, only a few weeks ago, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the" Earl of Carlisle, Lady Mary How- 
ard, bestowed her baud and 1 cart on Profes- 
sor Murray, the clover young Greek profes- 
sor at Glasgow University. Such a union 
seme twenty or thirty years ago would have 
been' rogardod as a positive mesalliance, but 
nowadays it is very sensibly accepted as a 
perfectly suitable matrimonial arrangement. 

Some discussion has recently taken place as 
to tho proper ago at which girls should 
u irry; one of the weekly journals requested 
iu readers to state what in their opinion was 
tho best marrying age, and of all the an- 
swers received, the vast majority fixed on 25 
as tho most suitable ago, while none mention- 
ed a figure lower than 21. It is quite (ho 
exception for girls in good society to marry 
before they are IS. (alt hough tho Marchloiioss 
of Stafford and future Duchess or Suther- 
land entered into tho bonds of wedlock on 
her 17th birthday, and many parents object 
to their daughters marrying till they nro 
over 30.— Virginia M. Cbawforp.

An hour's dreary waiting was provided 
for jurymen, lawyers and court officials yes- 
tarduy morning, the precept announcing 
tint the Special Assiza would be hold at 
" ten of the clock," and the culls linving 
boen issued accordingly. At tbo liout 
named, however, the judge was not yet 
present, nor did ho make hia appearance 
until an hour nud a quarter later. The 
mistake arose from the fact that Mr. Justice 
Walketn issued the command for the Court, 
and Mr. .Justice Drake, who was to preside, 
took it for granted tnat the hour was as 
usual — 11 o'clock. As it was, however, the 
courtroom was filled with grumbling, many 
of the jurors being decidedly averse to los- 
ing (lime of their time tliiui was absolutely 
necessary. Iii their impatience the audi- 
ence resorted to stamping, coughing, whist- 
ling, and the other methods usually succes- 
f nil in bringing tardy theatrical people to 
the footlights. The judge came no sooner 
on uccount'of the manifest impatience of the 
waiting ones, whoso disorderly antics were 
suddenly terminated by u message from the 
Chief Juslico's roci). 

As Mr. Justice 1 irake was not vet pre- 
sent at 11.15, Sir M. B. Bogbie, C. J., at 
that hour ascended the bench, and the 
formalities of opening court were proceeded 
with. The petit jury list being called, 
Albert Uickaon, George Stelly, jr., and 
Frank Tovey failed to answer to their 
names. The grand jury was sworn in as 
follows : J. B. Lovell (foreman), J. It, 
Anderson, \V. J. Brethour, J. f. Chandler, 
M. iL. Cowan, -J. P. Elford, R. Erskine, R. 
Jamiesoh, \V. Jensen, Josiah Jacques, tins. 
Loisor, A. E. McCallum, A. MeCandless, 
(Gilbert Robin -.on, .J. Scars, John Turner, 
L. Buttress-Trimen, and Henry Young, 

In introducing his remarks to tho grand 
jury, bis lordship explained that ho bad ar- 
ranged with Hon. Mr. Drake to take tho 
place he had intended to Oil on the bench 
owing to that gentleman's illness. He ro- 
grctted the delay, but did not think that much 
inconvenience had resulted. The cases to he 
considered were three in number ; tho first 
dealt with mi assault upon a Chinamuu, the 
intent being to do grievous bodily harm. 
This was a simple cate, and one e sily de- 
termined. The next on the docket was the I 
most serious known to the law, namely, mur- 
der. In order to establish a case of murder 
it would liave to bo shown that tho de- j 
ceased came to his death by violence, with | 
intent, on the part of the accused. If the i 
jury found that she, for tho accused was a 
woman, did not commit a felony they would 
make presentment accordingly. Jf ibey 
were in doubt between murder and man- 
slaughter they would find for murder, leav- 
ing tho petit jury to thoroughly sift tho 
evidence produced. In regard to the lust j 
case, and the most interesting of any. It I 
arose from the preterit strike at Nanaitno. 
Certain workmen there, it was alleged, bad 
been guilty of intimidation as defined by the 
Dominion Act of Parliament, which was in 
reality an exact reprint of the Imperial 
Statute. This statute, which be proceeded to 
read, was too clear to require explanation. 
Under the llritisb constitution oveiy man is 
free to weak or not In work 
as it pleases him, and to work 
.-■noli hours and for such wages as b I pleases, 
l.i the reign of Henry IV'., first, and Inter 
iu the time of Elizabeth, there were enacted 
statutes of labor, which were considered 
wise measures in dealing with the labor 
problem then, hi their wisdom, the legis- 
lators of that time decreed that tit laborers 
bad little timo for .contemplation, those 
with more leisure and beller education 
Should determine what was best for the 
workers. Labor laws wore accordingly 
passed, fixing tho rates of wages und eom- 
p, IHng laborers to work for these wages 
under pain of imprisouineiit. Now, wo 
were coining back to exactly the same state 
of things us was the result uf those obsolete 
laws. In certain places to-day land rents 
wore fixed by a commission, and tenants 
were com polio I to occupy those lands and 
pay the Uxod rent. It. was a universal law 
that all British subjects were free agents, 
they could work <-r not as they chose, and 
at their ovyn time and price. In recent days, 
however, other organization!) of men luul 
taken up the position that parliament, after 
testing, had,abtiudotied. Iho trades unions 
now assumed tho functions of parliament 
uud lixr-.l the rate of wages. This ctutld 
not be allowed ; what parliament could not 
do, trades unions certainly could not. Evil 
consequences now frequently followed re- 
fusal to comply with ibe unions' decree in 
regard to work and wages, and the persecu- 
tion and often injury of men exercising their 
rights as free men was often beard of. At 
Nauaimo, not many years ago, gunpowder 
ill a boltle, with a burning fUBO attached, 
bad been thrown into tho bonus of a non- 
union workman, because be declined to 
obey the mandate of an illegal organization, 



Fortunately, such violence was uncommon 
here, but threats and annoyance was atnoro 
common form of intimidation adopted to- 
ward non-union men. If tho jury found 
that the accused in the cases laid before 
them thorn bad laid themselves open to a 
charge of either of tho six offences set forth 
in the net it would be their duty to 
return a true bill. The depositions in all 
thu o.ise3 were laid before the jury, but he, 
lliu Chief Justice, would advise them not to 
look at tho depositions. They were so bad- 
ly written that they wonlil be practically 
worse than useless. It was most unfortun- 
ate that a magistrate's clerk could not be 
obtained who could write so that his wiit- 
ing might be read. 

The jury retired at 12 o'clock and re- 
in -ned fifteen minutes later with a true bill 
in the case of White, charged with assault. 
Tho Court then adjourned until '2 p.m. 

After recess, tho case of Wbito was tnken 
up, occupying tho entire afternoon. Its de- 
tails are still fresh in the public mind cud 
not of sufficient importance to warrant re- 
petition. The jury found tiie licensed " Not 
(Juilty. " 

True bills having been found in the re- 
maining c;ises, that of Mrs. Routlcdgc, 
murder, will be taken up this morning ; the 
miners' ease being adjourned until Monday 
next.
